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MEN’S BASKETBALL - 2006-’07 SYNOPSIS 


Under the guidance of veteran coach John 
Dore, the Concordia Stingers men's 
basketball team ran up an overall record of 
24-6 and reached the No. 1 ranking in the CIS 
for the first time in recent memory. 


The Stingers won their second Quebec 
championship in three years with a 
convincing 84-57 victory over the Laval 
Rouge et Or before a capacity crowd at 
Concordia gym on March 9. They also 
desposed of the pesky UQAM Citadins by a 
score of 84-75 in the conference semifinal. 


This is the 17th conference title for the 
Stingers since the university was formed 32 
years ago. It is also the 10th provincial 
championship for the team since head coach 
John Dore took over the program in the 
1989-'90 season. 


Concordia ran up a 22-2 record against CIS 
competition, including a 17-1 romp through 
the QSSF. The Stingers spent the early part of 
the season battling top NCAA teams, 
including Colorado and Colorado State. It 
was a Challenging run with just one win and 
four losses. But the team thoroughly enjoyed 
the experience and it helped toughen the 
Stingers for the CIS season. Coach Dore has a 
tradition of seeking out top U.S. teams - Duke 
and Conneticut in 2006 — as part of his season 
schedule. 


The Stingers that will compete in the 
nationals are athletic, intense and focused — 
all a reflection of the leadership provided by 
Patrick Perrotte, a fifth-year power forward 
and the 2007 QSSF MVP. Perrotte is definitely 
a player to watch at this championship. The 
team captain is a five-time QSSF all-star and a 
2006 second team all-Canadian. There is no 
doubt that this team belongs to him. When 
he shines the Stingers excel. 


"Pat is often playing guys six inches taller 
than him and 30 to 50 pounds heavier and 
containing them and stopping them,” says 
Dore of his leader. “Pat plays tough and with 
a lot of passion. He plays with great intensity 
and has the heart of a lion. “ 


The other fifth-year player on the Stingers is 
second team all-star Benjamin Sormonte, a 
dangerous forward/guard who can single- 
handedly sink opponents with his three- 
point shooting. He’s a poised and intelligent 
clutch player. This was obvious at the 2005 
nationals when he helped the Stingers earn 
the silver medal and was named to the all- 
tournament team. 


Perrotte and Sormonte have uncanny abili- 
ties to motivate and rally Concordia. Much of 
the 2006-’07 campaign has been about send- 
ing the two seniors off as champions. They 
will definitely be the driving force and the 
inspiration for the Stingers.

Any one of a number of 
players can step up and take control - point 
guard Damian Buckley, QSSF defensive 
player of the year Dwayne Buckley, Andre 
Johnny who is the toughest sixth man in the 
CIS, or even Jamal Gallier - Concordia’s 
unassuming big man. 


Stingers Insight - Why are the Concordia

In 2006-'07, John Dore led the Stingers to their third straight first-place finish in the 
Quebec conference with a 17-1 record (including playoffs) and the No. 1-ranking in the 
country. 


At Concordia University, where he has been the head coach since the 1989-'90 season, 
Dore has taken the Stingers to the national championship tournament 10 times. He 
won the national crown in 1990 and placed second in 1995 and 2005. 


in the fall of 1995, he was named University Coach of the Year by the Foundation for 
Quebec University Athletics. He has been named the outstanding coach in the Quebec 
Student Sports Federation conference on 11 occasions, including the 2007 season. In 
1991, he was named Men's Basketball Coach of the Year by the CIAU 


Dore's involvement in basketball doesn't stop at Concordia University. He has been at 
the helm of several national teams, including Canadian entries at World University 
Games (Universiade) and the Macccabiah Games. As well, he was president of the 
National Association of Basketball Coaches of Canada and an international committee 
member of the National Association of Basketball Coaches, U.S.A. 


Despite all his commitments, Dore also values any time he can spend with young 
children and teenagers. Perhaps it is because of his 14 years as chairman of the 
Physical Education Department at St. George's High School and his work with the 
Quebec provincial team and the Vanier College Cheetahs. Whatever the reasons, Dore 
never passes on an opportunity to help out ata basketball clinic. In fact, he has his 
Stingers volunteer at several each season. He encourages all his players to work with 
children and has seen many of his current players and graduates get involved with 
groups like the YMCA and Sun Youth.

Sormonte accepted a basketball scholarship at the University of Southern Alabama and played 
parts of two seasons with the NCAA team, leaving in 2003. He contacted several Canadian 
schools about pursuing both his studies and basketball. After speaking with John Dore, he 
decided Concordia University was his best option. He joined the team in January 2004. 


Sormonte played on France's junior national team in 1997 and 1998. His brother Julien played 
professional basketball in Montpellier, France. He also played for San Diego State in the NCAA. 


Sormonte is a very dedicated student. He completed a bachelor of commerce at Concordia 
University in 2005. The following year he left Concordia and basketball to work on a master’s 
degree. He returned this season to expand his finance studies and prepare for law school. He will 
begin his law studies at McGill University shortly. He spends a lot of time tutoring his fellow 
teammates. 


Sormonte gives Concordia a great outside game. He hit 44 three-pointers in 16 conference 
games, which was just one behind Laval’s Jean-Michel Leblanc in the Quebec league. On Feb. 23 
in a 102-63 win over the UQAM Citadins, Sormonte hit for a season-high seven 3s.
